The average leugtu oithe rural 
school term is only 1'JS days, or a little 
less than seven mouths, while for tbe 
cities it is 184 days, or more than nine 
mouths. Only two states, Connecticut 
aud Rhode island, have school terms 
exceeding uiue months in rural dis- 
tricts. Ibere are 11 which have coun- 
try school terms of between eight aud 
uiue months. They are California, 
iowa, Michigan, Maryland, Nebraska, 
JNew Jersey, Sew York, South Da- 
kota, Washington and Wisconsin 


Many slates are considerably below 


the seven months' average, in a num- 
ber of them, the country schools &eep 
open for ouly six months. Florida 
and Arkansas keep their schools in 
rural districts open for five moutus, 
while I^ortb Carolina, South Carolina

have apparently 


been providing their country children
